Former Vice President’s Condition 
Unchanged at Midnight—His Vital- 
ity Sustains Him. 


Adiai E. Stevenson, former vice president 
of the United States, who is in a critical con- 
dition in the Presbyterian hospital, had not 
improved at midnight last night. 

**His splendid vitality,’’ said his physi- 
ciane, “ia all that is keeping him alive.” 

Members of his family are at his bedside. 
““We are doing all we can,” said Lewis G. 
Stevenson, who has been with his father for 
several days, “but we have given up hope 
for his recovery.” 

Mr. Stevenson became ill shortly after his 
wife’s death last December.

CHICAGO PLANS 
HUNT FOR GERMS 
IN ITS ICE CREAM 


Dr. Young Heads Sweeping 
Inquiry Which Will 
Begin Soon. 


FEW COMPLAINTS AS YET 


Pure Milk Ordinance Has Enhanced 
Wholesomeness of Frozen 
‘Delicacy. 


STATE OFFICIALS ALSO ARE BUSY 


An investigation to determine whether Chi- 
cago ice cream is “safe” is to be made by 
the municipal/health department. It prob- 
ably will be begun this week. 

Hot weather and its demand for cooling 
refreshments has brought the annual warn- 
ing against the “‘ frozen germ,” and the pur- 
pose of the inquiry will be that of informing 
the public whether the iced dainties carry 
with them the hidden dangers that have ne- 
cessitated care in purchasing them in past 
years. It will be a thorough one, covering 
both the large and the small manufacturers, 

An extended investigation of ice cream and 
carbonatec @rinks also is being made by the 
pure food department of the state board of 
health. Data is being collected all over the 
state, and a report on conditions in Chicago 
and vicinity probably will not be ready until 
late in the summer or fall. 


Action. Precautionary Measure. 

The action of the health department hes not 
been compelled by any alarm over the situ- 
ation. No complaints that typhoid or other 
diseases have been transmitted Dy ice cream 
have been received. It is more because of 
the general possibility that the standards 
prescribed by the department have been ig- 
nored that definite information is considered 
advisable. 

Heath Commissioner Young has given close 
attention to the subject of ice cream during 
his administration and iast year engaged in 
@ publicity battle with several makers who 
refused to conform to the requirements he 
imposed as to the purity of their products. 
It ig possible that before the present etudy is 
completed he will begin a similar campaign. 
This ie said to promise a little warmth. 


Will Be a Still Hunt. 

Definite cetails for the inquiry are yet to 
be formulated, but it is probable that the 
search for the deadly germ will be a still 
hunt. Without warning an inspector will 
swoop down on an ice cream factory or a 
retail store handling ite product and carry 
away a sample. In many instances the 
salesman will not know him as anything 
more than an ordinary customer. 

When these samples have been obtained 
they will be hurried to the department lab- 
oratory, where they will be subjected to sev- 
eral tests. “The chief of these will consist 
of a bacterial count. Certain standards are 
more or less definitely fixed throughout the 
country for this test. If the number of 
bacteria found exceeds the maximum pre- 
scribed by these standardé, the ice cream 
is considered dangerous. 


Will Ferret Source of Germ. 

If such samples are discovered the mak- 
ers will be warned to “clean up.”” If they 
desire it the inspectors will go through the 
process of manufacture with them to dis- 
cover the faw—to determine whether the 
milk they upe is dirty, whether their flavor- 
ings, such 4s crushed frutts, are at fault, or 
whether their methods and equipment are 
inadequate. 

The details will be determined at a con- 
ference between Commissioner Young and 
Dr. W. W. Armstrong, chief of the bureau 
of food inspection. 

He said the only complaints he hag re- 
ceived since the first of the year were one 
concerning a “ foreign substance”’ and an- 
other concefning a “ pecuilar taste.” Each 
complainant sent in a sample of the suspected 
ice cream and examinations showed traces 
of Unt and cinders in the first and an excess 
of gelatin in the second. No bacterial counts 
were taken. 

The absence of the usual early summer 
flood of complaints was said to be due partly 
to the enfércement of the milk ordinance. 
which excludes from the city all milk from 
farms not complying with certain require- 
ments specified in detail. Two classes of 
farms are ¢stablished, those allowed to ship 
their milk in as “ inspected,’ and those 
which, failjng to reach that standard, ap- 
proach it swfficiently to permit the entrance 


of their milk if it is pasteurized. 


This ordinance includes In Its classtfication 
all milk to be used for ice cream and ite en- 
torcement js considered a strong safeguard 
around the purity of the frozen delicacy. 


Considers “Ice Cream” Law. 

“Bince May 1,” said Commissioner Young, 
* when the Supreme court sustained the milk 
ordinance, our limited force has been concen- 
trated on the inspection of farms that have 
applied fot permits. We have that situation 
well in hand nw.” 

The commissioner says he has been con- 
sidering the preparation of an ordinance 
covering the subject of ice cream exclusively. 
Such a measure would prescribe the stand- 
aré@s for the materials to be used in its man- 
ufacture and prescribe regulations to be 
complied with in the process. Lacking such 
a definite e law. the conclusions of his inves-

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U.S. GOES AFTER 
PRIVATE BANKERS 


Wilkerson’s Office Trails ‘Fin- 
anciers’ Who Used Mails 
in Their Business. 


REPORT AN INDICTMENT. 


Digetrict Attorney Wilkerson has assumed 
government supervision of a few private 
banke with a view to sending a few of the pri- 
vate bankers to the penitentiary. 

The inquiry is designed to include all re- 
cent private bank failures in which evidence 
is shown that fraud was committed by use 
of the malis. 

An investigation of the operations of John 
W. Worthington, head of the defunct Amer- 
fean Banking association, has been under 
way for several weeks. The federal grand 
jury, it is understood, has taken a mass of 
testimony in the Worthington case. It was 
reported during the day that indictments were 
voted against Worthington and Harry H. 
Thomas, a former associate in the American 
Banking association. 


Both Under Arrest. 

Both defendants are under arrest on the 
charge investigated by the grand jury and 
are out on bonds. They are charged with 
using the mails in a scheme to defraud the 
Central Savinge bank of Waterloo, Iz., of 
$2,000 worth of certificates of deposit. 

The complaint was brought by G. H. Chee- 
ver, president of the defrauded bank. An 
investigation of Worthington's private bank- 
ing deale was made by Postoffice Inspector 
Watson of Chattanooga, the postoffice de- 
partment’s expert on bank frauds. Follow- 
ing his inquiry, the case went to District At- 
torney Wilkerson, who assigned Garfield 
Charles, David D. Stansbury, and John 
Byrne to work up the case for the grand 

u 
The charges against Worthington and 
Thomas, according to the government, are 
that in the early part of 1912 they received 
$5,000 worth of certificates of deposit from 
the Waterloo bank and were to negotiate 
them through the American Banking asso- 
clation, a private institution of which Worth- 
ington was president. 


Used Certificates to Pay Debt. 

The certificates were disposed of, accord- 
ing to the charges, but only $3,000 of the 
amount due the Waterloo bank has been 
accounted for. The other $2,000, according 
t the charges, was used by Worthington 
to pay a debt he owed one Wolf Ado.pnus 
of Chicago. It ie alleged that the transac- 
tion with the Waterloo bank was carried 
on by mail. 

‘ Following the Worthington case, District 
Attorney Wlikergon is preparing to investi- 
gate the alleged frauds in connection with 
the failure of the Traders’ bank, of which 
“Bollie’’ Lewingohn, the missing pro- 
fessional bondsman, was the head. The in- 
stitution was closed a few days after “ Sdi- 
le” disappeared last October, leaving 35 
cents in cash in the bank. 

It {is likely the Lewinsohn case will be 
presented for grand jury action withina few 
days. Following that a number of other pri- 
vate bank failures will be investigated, with 
a view to prosecution of the owners for 
using the mails in echemes to defraud by 
soliciting deposits and transacting other 

fraudulent deals through the mails. 

“i is true that the government is looking 
into private bank frauds,” Mr. Wilkerson 
said. “It ia the first time, I believe, that 
the federal government has taken a hand 
in what may appear at first sight to be « 
matter for the state courts. 

“This office, however, has received so 
many complaints from persons who claim to 
have been defrauded and who complain that 

many private bankers who should be prose- 


cuted escape punishment in the state courts 


on technicalities that the government has 
decided to look into the compiaints.”’ 

With a cheery air Private Banker Worth- 
ington appeared before Referee Sidney C. 
Eastman during the day and told how he re- 


| garded the affairs of his private bank and 


his schemes for private.gaim a# one and the 
same. He admitted something like $127,270 
in liabilities before the hearing adjourned. 

Worthington told how he had affixed the 
signature of Jennie Worthington, his wife, 
to a trust deed of his American Banking as- 
sociation. By this instrument she became 
a trustee of the association. Later, the 
“banker” said, his wife refused to ratify 
the action he had taken.

Actor Henry De Muthe Blocks One 
Plan to Pay Players and Colleagues 
Will Close Show Saturday. 


“The Call of Youth” company, which 
came to the Blackstone theater a week ago 
to play an indefinite engagemént. will close 
on: Saturday night. Joseph Gates, man- 
ager of the company, laet Monday told offi- 
cers of the theater he was going to New 
York, where his mother was tll. After he 
was gone it was found no funds with which 
to pay salaries were left to the credit of the 
company. 

Salaries were due last Saturday, payable 
on Tuesday. It was decided to pay the play- 
ers with the box office receipts of this week. 
Henry De Muthe, one of the players, heard 
of this. He obtained a writ in the Municipal 
court, restraining the company from doing 
this until his salary, $114, which, he says, 
is due, was paid.

NEW BREAKWATER TO BE BUILT 
BY GOVERNMENT AT ONCE. 


Secretary of War to Order Construc- 
tion Work to Begin for Protection 
of New Chicago Harbor. 


| Washington, D. C., June 10.—(Special.)— 


The government will proceed at once to build 
the breakwater which is to protect the 
municipal harbor now being constructed by 
Chicago on the lake shore north of the river. 

Secretary of War Garrison has reached the 
conclusion that the city is proceeding in good 
faith to carry out the harbor plan. The Chi- 
cago authorities will be notified of the de- 
cision as soon asa the secretary returns from 
New Jersey. 

Congress authorized the construction ofe 
breakwater costing not more than $1,200,000. 


Of this amount $350,000 was appropriated, 
but only £8250,000 is available. Senator 
Lewis will offer an amendrrent to the river 
and harbor appropriation bill to increase 
the available amount. 

A permit to the south park boam to fill 
in @ strip of submerged land along the 
Jackson park shore also will be authorized 
by Secretary Garrison. Part of this strip is 
to be used for the establishment of a bathing 
beach.

400,000WOMEN 


Bureau Sends to Feder- 
ation Protest Against 
Paris Fashions. 


SLIT SKIRT DECRIED 


Blue Ribbons, Tight Gown 
Held immodest and 
Inconvenient. 


The protest of 400,000 women of the United 
States against the modern fashions of dress 
for their sex officially was placed yesterday 
before the General Federation of Women's 
clubs in their bien- 
nial session in Chi- 
cago. 

The protest was ex- 
pressed in a set of 
regelutions aimed 
at tight and ait 
skirts, French heels, 
and the bright Diue . 
ribbons in under- 
wear. The women 
hope the protest will 
bring about a reform 
in the clothing of the

of the proposed reform. The club women 
hope to wrest from France the tyrannical 
contro] the designers of Paris have exercised 
for a century or more over the fashions for 
women in America. 

Introduced by Mrs. Wood. 

The resolutions were introduced ac a con- 
ference of the bureau of information of the 
federation in the Auditorium. The resolu: 
tions were read by Mre. Mary I. Wood of 
Portsmouth, N. H. 

Besides being an earnest advocate of dress 
reform. Mrs. Wood represented to the 3,009 
women in the audience an example of infinite 
patience, personal endurance, and self-com 
trol. Without sleep she has kept vigil fw 
four nights at the bedside of her son, Albert, 
a resident of Sheridan road. Her son has 
pneumonia. She kept in touch with his con- 
dition by telephone during the meeting, fina'- 
ly leaving by taxicab for the hospital. Many 
suspected nothing of her trouble, because of 
her calmness while conducting the meeting. 

Mrs. Wood was chairman of the meeting. 
When she had read the resolutions she said 
they had been indorsed by 400,000 club women 
throughout the country. Lack of time pre- 
vented more women from indorsing them. 
she said. 

Passed by Acclaim. 

The resolutions, passed by acclaim, read: 

‘Whereas, The General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, in convention assembled, 
view with disapproval the present extreme« 
tendency among American women to fol- 
low designs in dress, 
regardless of beauty, 
comfort, or modesty; 

“And, Whereas, 
These objectionable 
designs in women's 
clothes emanate 
largely, if not en- 
tirely, from foreign 
houses; 

“And, Whereas, 
This constant pat- 
ronage of foreign de- 
sign and foreign ma- 
terials hinders a nor- 
mal development of 
American art and WHEN wom 
manufacture; MENS cto toes?

The resolutions will be presented to the 
committee on resolutions, to which all sub- 
jects of this kind must go before being voted 
on by the entire federation. 

A shorter resolution was then passed ask- 
ing for a committee toconfer with the Ameri- 
can manufacturers and designers to bring 
about, if possibile, American made fashions 
for American women. 

There was some objection to the resolu- 
tions. The “ noes’ were scattered through- 
out the Auditorium, but they were uttered in 
a low voice.

VOTE ISSUE PUT 
UP TO BIENNIAL 


Miss Jane Addams Says Wom- 
en Need Ballot to Pursue 
Achievement. 


HINT NEW FEDERATION. 


Miss Jane Addams declared woman's suf- 
frage a social necessity in an address last 
night to the formal opening of the twelfth 
biennial convention of the General Federa- 
tion of Woman's Clubs. 

The utterances of Miss Addams assumed a 
particular significance in view of the ques- 
tion of suffrage indorsement which prom- 
ises to become the paramount issue of the 
convention and the possible source of sharp 
controversy. 

Even just following the speech there were 
hints of an open break on the suffrage issue 
and threats of the formation of a new body 
in which suffrage questions would be ex- 
cluded. 

The audience which crowded the Audito- 
rium theater heard Miss Addams review the 
history and evolution of woman's clubs from 


culture seeking organizations into forces for 
the social good. 


Warning to Clulg:. 

There was a suggestion of warning to the 
clubs against “ self-absorption ” as Miss Ad- 
dams told how woman's clubs became a safe- 
guard against narrowness for the American 
woman of twenty-five years ago. 

The speaker referred to the activities of 
woman's clubs in behalf of the public good, 
municipal improvements, child labor laws, 
and the like. 

“All these efforts,” Miss Addams said, 
“make clear woman's need for a larger 
political participation. Without the fran- 
chise, woman is suddenly shut out of the 
game—the game played all over the world by 
statesmen who at this moment are attempt- 
ing to translate the social sympathy into po- 
litical activity.”’ 

Mrs. Percy V. Pennybacker, president of 
the federation, and Mrs. George Bass, chair- 
man of the local biennial board, presided at 
the night’s session. 

Addresses of welcome were given by Mrs. 
Bass and Mrs. Frederick A. Dow, president 
of the Illinois federation. 

Mrs. Pennybacker’s response paid tribute 
to Chicago and the achievements of Chi- 
cago’s women. 


Miss Jane Addams’ Speech. 

“When I recall the first meeting of the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs held 
in Chicago*in 1892,’ said Miss Addams in 
her address, “it stands out through two 
vivid personalities, one of them the presi- 
dent, Charlotte Emerson Brown, whom I had 
known from my college days, the other a 
charming page, Jenny Down Harvey, who 
attended the ladies sitting upon the platform 
in Central Musio hall. That building has 
been torn down, and both my friends, the 
president and the page, heve died. 

“ Twenty-two years have elapsed with 
their inevitable changes, and yet this meet- 
ing so reproduces the other that I catch 
again the purple vision of women united in 
a gigantic quest for the essential elements of 
culture which in my shortsightednese I sup- 
posed belonged to the irrevocable season of 
beginnings. The settlements also were young 
in those days, and we, too, expected through 
a social regrouping and the liberation of ener- 
gies hitherto unused, a notable enrichment 
of the pattern of human culture. 


“Filled with a New Joy.” 

“In that first meeting in Chicago, on the 
eve of the world’s fair, we were made freshly 
conscious of the subtle and impalpable fila- 
ments that secretly bind our thoughts and 
moods into cosmopolitan relations. Wewere 
filled with a new happiness analogous to the 
simple joy that comes to little children when 
they are first taught to join hands together in 
ordered play. 

“ Twenty-five years ago American women 
were only beginning to recognize the funda- 
mental difference between individual and 
social, between what a child inherits from its 
parents and what he derives from a social 
group; what he shares with his blood rela- 
tions and what he has in common with the 
men of his own generation. | 

“As housewives, women had taken little 
imterest in the life of industry and business 
because it was their sole and only aim to 
bring together the products in order to trans- 
mute and harmonize them into a home. 


Sense, of; Responsibility. 

“So when. women first responded to social 
claims, in the’same spirit they merely se- 
lected from the methods of educationalists 
from the f ght of statesmen, what they 
considered needful for the social environ- 
ment of their children, and felt no responsi- 
bility beyond that of a wise selection. 

“The cariliest clubs were chiefly valuable 
because they revealed to women the use of 
that great tool, human intercourse, and the 
marvel that the solitary joy of individua' 
effort may be supplemented by its due social 
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following the Chicago meeting the newly 
organized clubs, between them ail, attempted 
nothing less than to apprehend and to har- 
monize our common spiritual heritage as 
enshrined in poetry, in history, in science, in 
art, in drama, in music, that it might become 
a great apparatus for the evocation of cu'- 
tural life. 

“Tt is easy to treat lightly this period of 
club development, but certainly the constant 
cotrdination of these ever multiplying spe- 
cialized studies reacted on the life and char- 
acter of each community more deeply and 
intimately than anything less fructifying 
could. 


Learned to Study and Observe. 

‘Women learned to study and observe, to 
make use of the accumulated experience of 
mankind, to follow life through all its be- 
wildering changes, to rejoice in its variety 
and richness, to understand it as a vital 
process. 

‘‘ Perhaps nothing less universal than thore 
first programs could have made the women's 
clubs conscious of the tendencies which mark 
each age for what it is—that summary of its 
experiences, knowledge, and affections found 
at the root of social existence, which is called 
*the trend of the times.’ 

“ The early biennial meetings held by the 
federation were gigantic reviews, as it were, 
of the forces engaged in the strugle to assert 
the strength and beauty of human nature In 
the teeth of a material civilization which in- 
evitably tends to separate art from industry, 
intellectual from social life, business from 
morals. 


Collective Energy Needed. 

“It always is easy for a democracy which 
insists upon writing its own program to shut 
out imagination, to distrust sentiment, and 
to make short short work of the past. It 
takes something like a united faith and a 
collective energy to insist upon their vaiue 
and to make them operative upon public 
opinion. Was ft the great function of the 
women's clubs throughout those earlier 
years to create community of feeling and 
thought about the world and the way it 
works—what Prof. James used to call ‘ like- 
mindedness '—which is so essential in any 
effort toward concerted action? 

* Oertainly when the time for action came 
it was found the soll had been prepared in 
which a sound public opinion might be nur- 
tured and that women’s clubds were eagerly 
ready to discuss matters of public policy one 
after another as they came before the coun- 
try. Their name is legion, but to select them 
with some reference to their historic order 
would be to ingtance the kindergarter and 
domestic science for the public schools, prehi- 
bition of child labor, the suppression of com- 
mercialized vice,‘and many another. 


Flags of New Causes Run Up. 

“And if the woman's club occasionally 
ran up the flag of a new cause for the pure 
pleasure of seeing it float in ‘ the sunshine of 
sentimentalism’ little harm was done. In 
the words of the politician, ‘It did the toun- 
try good.’ : 

“Many of these subjects remained mere 
themes for discussion for years, but society 
has a curious trick of suddenly regarding as 
a living issue, vital and unappeasable, some 
old, outworn theme which has been kicked 
about for years as mere controversial ma- 
terial. 

“The newly moralized issue, almost as if 
by accident, suddenly takes fire and sets 
whole corhmunities in a blaze, lighting up 
human relationships and public duty with 
new meaning, and transforms abstract social 
idealism into violent practical demands, al- 
though still entangled with the widest human 
aspiration. 


Wave of Civic Emotion. 

“ When that wave of civic emotion surged 
into the focus of attention—and it is now high 
through the length and breadth of the na- 
tion—which had for its watchword ‘ The City 
Beautiful,’ it was moet important there long 
had been municipal art committees, that 
public schools had been supplied with good 
pictures, that trees had been planted in bar- 
ren towns, that club women had beeninetru- 
mental in saving the Palisades on the Hud 
son river and in establishing e national park. 
It all gave reality and background to the 
movement. 

“When the new soolal imperative entitled 


*Know Your City’ gathered momentum end | 


won acceptance far and wide, so that under 
ite impulse and sanction there is inquiry into 
the facts and tendencies of city life, it was 
again important thet women everywhere had 
been taught the value of inepecting milk and 
foods, the neédlessness of tuberculosis, the 
necessity for good factory conditions, the 
possibilities of garden cities.

sewers and water pipes or showed the need 
for reorganization of the railway terminals, 
or whether they demonstrated that because 
of a lack of recreational and cultural re- 
sources young people are led astray through 
sheer vacuity of mind. 

“They found that it was necessary to 
command a public opinion not only in the 
city or state in which the reform was needed 
but throughout the country, so that any or- 
ganization leas widespread than the Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs, with interests 
less universal, would have availed but little. 

“We are not without proofs that some 
such results have already been achieved. 
To illustrate by examples of protective leg- 
islation for working women—within thirty 
days during February and March of this 
current year the Supreme court of Oregon, 
by a unanimous decision, sustained the 
minimum wege law, the Supreme court 
of the United States, in an Ohio case, has 
sustained the fifty-four hour week, the ten 
bour day, and the six day week, and by the 
vote of congress eight hours for women 
workers was established in the District of 
Columbia. 


New Social Sympathy Created, 

“The Federation of Women’s Clubs has 
been an important factor in creating and 
disseminating the new social sympathy. 
Shall it hesitate to go on with the beneficent 
work because it is afraid to use political 
tools so long monopolized by self-seeking. 
men? 

“Twenty-five years ago the prosperous 
American woman was peculiarly subjected 
to the temptations of falling into idleness 
and self-absorption, and to her credit be it 
said that she evolved and utilized the wom- 
an's club not only as a safeguard to her- 
self but made it a tremendous force for 
democratic and beneficent action. 

‘Do the clubs themselves now face the 
certain temptations? There always is 
danger that organized cotperation will fetter 
initiative and simple action, will place un- 
necessary limitations upon individual liberty. 
Ellen Key recently has called our attention 
to the fact that present day parliamentarian- 
ism and administration by commitjees oftén 
results in suppressing the personality of 
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every member of an association for the sake 
of the good of the whole. 


Franchise for Women Essential. 


‘‘ All these efforts to give effective expres- 
sion to new demands, demonstrating as they 


do the dependence of the political machine | 


for its driving force upon many varieties of 
social fuel, make clear woman's need fora 
larger political participation. Without the 
franchise woman is suddenly shut out of the 
game—the game played all over the world 
by statesmen who at this moment are at- 
tempting to translate the new social sym- 
pathy into political action. 

‘* Fourteen years ago the federation adopt- 
ed a resolution urging the members to help 
enforce child labor laws inevery state where 
such laws had been enacted. At the next 
biennial a child lahor committee was estab- 


accepted obligation of woman’s clubs. 

Next winter, however, the subject comes 
up for legislative enactment or amendment 
in thirty states. 


Definite Lawmaking Reached. 

“Public sentiment is still necessary, but 
the stage of definite lawmaking has been 
reached unless we would permit 1,752,000 
children to continue to work in the mines 
and factories of America. 

“The woman’s club movement is but one 
manifestation of that larger effort for liberty 
and culture found in great women’s souls all 
over the world. Among the pioneers were 
the women who held the famous drawing 
rooms of the eighteenth century. At first 
they laid great stress on human intercourse 
as the individual’s best means of culture, 
contending that it even surpassed books or 
travel. 

“Later they gave as a raison d’etre for 
even the most brilliant salon that people 
must come together in order to reason or to 
exercise justice, and they became enormous- 
ly proud of the fact that by the end of the 
century all Burope was thrown into a state 
of agitation ‘if an injustice were committed 
in any corner of it.’ Have the women’s clubs 
also learned to enlarge their definition of 
culture until at last it includes the abolition 
of all social injustices?’

Police Coup Takes Suffragists by

LONDON, June 10.—Miss Sylvia Pank- 
puret was not even permitted to approach 
westminster tonight to interview Premier 
asquith. The proposed visit to the prime 
minister wes arranged for some days ago by 

Pankhurst and other militant leaders. 
ft wes decided last night that she should be 
gyried shoulder high in the procession, as 
ghe was not considered strong enough to 
pear the strain of what promised to be an 
grduous journey. 

Before the procession had gone a mile Miss 
pankhurst was arrested for the eighth time 
gnce she was sentenced to six months’ im- 

nt for language inciting to riot in 
pyde Park. She was taken to Holloway jail. 

The procession struggled on without a 
jeader, but by the time it reached the Strand 
it had been ilispersed by the police. 


Militants Seek Dramatic Effect. 

The demonstration was organized with all 
the well known cleverness of the suffragists 
for dramatic effect. A crowd of 10,000 people 

at 8 o'clock at the junction of Com- 
mercial road and iHigh street, Whitechapel, 
where two processions, one from Bow and 
the other from Poplar, were to join about 
the same hour. 

Suddenly from an upper window of the 
hoose in Bow where Mise Pankhurst resides 

the surpliced figure of the Rev. 
Mr. Wills, with Sylvia by his side, looking 
iiiand careworn. 

The clergyman adjured the people to keep 
good order, and offered a prayer for the 

* militant leader. 

Miss Pankhurst also addressed the crowd 
te the effect that it might be the last time 
she would have such a privilege. 

“But if I sacrifice my life in this cause,” 
she said, “it will not have been in vain if 
you carry on the fight in the same spirit.” 


Parade Divides; Leader Seized. 

The procession then formed, headed by Mr. 
Wills, Miss Pankhurst being borne on a 
litter by four stalwart carriers. The band 
struck up the “‘ Marseiliaise,"’ and the pro- 
cession started under escort of a large body 
of mounted and foot police. 

The crowds grew steadily, but the police 
nad carefully laid their plans. When the 
procession had arrived at a point where 
the narrow road and the tramwey traffic 
compe:led it to divide, the street was quick- 
ly cordoned by police, and before her sup- 
porters were aware of what had happened 
Miss Pankhurst was under arrest and was 
belng whisked away to jail, followed by a 
few shrieking women. 

Disheartened at the loss of their leader, 
the women reformed their ranks but made 
tow progress. A body of students at-

Women March to Parliament. 

There was little enthusiasm among the 
marchers, and the openly expressed hostil- 
ity of the populace dampenéd the ardor of 
the demonstration so that -by the time it 
reached the Strand the policé had little diffi- 
culty in dispersing it and preventing any re- 
formation. 

Under the leadership of George Lansbury 
former Socialist member of the house of 
commons, a deputation of women proceeded 
to parliament, where they were received by 
P. H. Illingworth, the chief Liberal whip, 
after having been rebuffed in all attempts 
to see the premier. Some of the suffragists 
complained of rough handling by the police, 
but there was no serious disorder and Miss 
Pankhurst was the only militant taken into 
custody.

OF CORN PRODUCTS COMPANY. 


Archbold, Rogers, and 
Anti-Trust Suit 


Rockefeller, 
Bedford Gainers, 
Evidence Shows.

New York, June 10.—[(Special.]—Documen- 
tary evidence was produced before Special 
Examiner Roland N. Phillips in the United 
States District court today to show that 
William Rockefeller, John D. Archbold, the 
late H. H. Rogers, and E. T. Bedford made 
a handsome profit through the formation of 
the Corn Products Refining company, which 
the government regards as a combination in 
violation of the Sherman law. 

At the time of the formation of the com- 
pany in 1906 all the men named were domi- 
nant figures in the Standard Oil group. Bed- 
ford is now president of the Corn Products 
company. 

The government has brought a civil action 
under the Sherman law to dissolve the com- 
pany and its many subsidiaries into sepa- 
rate units, under the theory that the combi- 
nation controls 66 per cent of the entire pro- 
duction of starch and glucose made from 
corn and 80 per cent of the interstate trade 
fm mixed sirups. 

Rockefeller and the other members of the 
Standard Oil group made millions of dollars, 
according to the government, by selling to 
the Corn Products Refining company the ma- 
jority stock of the old New York Glucose

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TWO ITALIANS SHOT DOWN 
IN STREET BY ASSASSINS. 


Daylight Killing Witnessed by Many, 
but the Police Are Unable to Get 
Evidence, 


J. Abio Princono, @ prosperous fruit dealer 
and realty owner, and Joseph Vinterella, a 
barber, were standing in front of Martin 
Castanza’s saloon at Larrabee and Elm 
streets yesterday when two Italians ap- 
peared with revolvers. Both opened fire si- 
multaneously. Eight shots were fired. 

Vinterella fell dead with a bullet in his 
head and another in his back. Frincono was 
shot in the neck and jaw. More than 1,000 
excited, gesticulating Italians streamed out 
of their homes and had surrounded the bodies 
when the policearrived. Frincono was taken 
to the Policlinic hespital, where he died on 
the operating table, 

The two assailants fied east in Elm street 
and turmed south in Cambridge avenue, 
where they threw thetr weapons into a yard. 

A numbér of men an@ women witnessed the 
shooting, but the police were unable to ob- 
tain statements from them. All of the Ital- 
ians in the vicinity made vehement denials 
that they were within a block of the shooting 
when it occurred. 

The police found the discarded revolvers of 
the assassins in a yard in front of 1125 Cam- 
bridge avenue. One of them contained three 
empty chambers and the other five.

tigation will be based almost entirely on the 
bacterial tests. 

The investigation by the state board of 
health is being made more for the purpose 
of drafting legislation than for discovering 
violations of the law. It is state-wide in 
scope and may take two years’ time. Each 
year the state board specializes in some one 
subject, and this year ice cream and car- 
bonated drinks were chosen. Some data al- 
ready has been collected in Chicago, but in- 
formation regarding its nature will not ba 
given out until fall. 

It is said there has been a clash between 
the state inspectors and ice cream men in 
regard to the method the board employs in 
obtaining samples. Moredéwer, it is said the 
definition of ice cream in the state law is in- 
definite, and that one of the purposes of the 
inquiry is to establish just what constitutes 
good ice cream and what bad. 

Heretofore the state board has not devoted 
as much attention to ice cream and the by- 
products of milk as to the analysis of milk 
and the inspection of farms. 


Will Visit 160 Dairies. 


On Friday, according to C. E. Crawford, 
chief inspector, the state board will begin an 
jnspection of 160 dairy farms within a radius 
of fifty miles of Chicago. 

‘These dairies have been shut off from 
semding milk to Chicago by the health de- 
partment,” he said. ‘ The health depart- 
ment has offered to supply us with cards 
showing the result of their inspection and 
with the names of the piaces found insani- 
tary. Some of these places were shut off 
from gending milk to the city six months 
ago and some more recently. The purpose of 
our investigation is to find out where this 
milk is being sent now and to protect other 
cities in the state.”’ 

J. B. Newman, in charge of the state board 
during the absence of W. Scott Matthews, de- 
clared that the state's definition of ice cream 
was made as tight as the law would allow. 

*‘Our present law provides that ice cream 
shall contain at least 8 per cent of buttér fat 
and must be manufactured in a sanitary 
place,"’ he said. ‘“‘We have been keeping 
pretty close tab on ice cream for the last 
year. Of course, our men don't covera large 
portion of Chicago because this is done thor- 
oughly by the health department and we co- 
operate with them. 

“If a law is made too stringent it will be 
contested and thrown out as unreasonable by 
the higher courts. I think our present ice 
cream law is a good one. Dr. Walter S. 
Haines was one of the men who drafted it. 

“What we are devoting most of our atten- 
tion to, however, are the carbonated drinks. 
We afte waging a fight against saccharine, 
which has absolutely no food value. It is 
550 times as sweet as sugar and is a by- 
product of coal tar, 


Impure Cream Poisons 280, 
“We tried to get a bill through the last 
legislature prohibiting the use of saccharine. 
It passed the senate but was killed in the 
house. A manufacturer of carbonated 


drinks cannot compete with others if he 
uses sugar. This fight should have the sup- 
port of the public.”’ 

Dr. Crawford, David Klein, chief analysist 
of the pure food départment, and D. W. Gas- 
kill, bacteriologist for the health depart- 
ment, got back yesterday from Kewanee, 
where they found 280 cases of toxic poison- 
ing due to eating impure ice cream. The 
milki used in the manufacture of the ice 
cream was traced to a farm where insani- 
tary conditions were found. The dairy was 
closed. According to Mr. Gaskill, there were 
so many bacteria in the milk it had to be di- 
luted a million times before a small enough 
number could be placed on a slide to count. 


OBITUARY. 


ADRIAN B. COULTER, 74 years old, pres- 
ident of the Coulter Optical company, died 
at his fesidence yesterday. He came to 
Chicago immediately after the civil war, in 
which he served as a physician, and opened 
an optical goods and jewelry store at Mad- 
ison street and Fifth avenue. In recent 
years his place of business had beén at 1148 
Wilson avenue, where he also resided. He 
is survived by a widow and four children, 
one of whom, his daughter, Gretchen, will 
take up his interest in the business. Whe 
funeral will be held tomorrow from the 
residence. Burial at Graceland. 


CHARLES PERRY, a cousin of Commo- 
dore Perry and veteran of the civil war, was 
buried yesterday at Forest Home. He was 
born in Ohio in 1849. He enlisted in the First 
Ohio volunteers with his five brothers at the 
beginning of the civil war.

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OPPOSES DENEEN FORCES.

Former County Board Head Re- 
sents Effort Made to Side- — 
track Him, 


The first open move to combat the pro- 
posed committee of 127 to be selected by the 
Republican county committee for slate mak- 
ing purposes developed yesterday with the 
announcement by Edward J. Brundage that 
he would be a candidate for committeeman 
in the Twenty-third ward. 

Brundage’s determination to oppose the 
forces controlled by former Gov. Deneen re- 
sulted, it was said, from the refusal of the 
Deneen element to permit him to be named 
as one of the Twenty-third ward represent- 
atives on the slate committee. 

Former State's Attorney John J. Healy is 
the present committeeman in the ward. He 
has not been active, and until it came to 
appdinting the slate makers, permitted Ald. 
John Kjellander to hold his proxy in the G. 
O. P. organization. In the recent aldermanic 
campaign Kjellander harmonized the Repub- 
lican factions of the ward, including Brun- 
dage and William Hale Thompson, the pros- 
pective Lorimer candidate for mayor. 


Prevented by Healy. 

Kjellander, it ig said, wanted io put Brun- 
dage on the slate committee, but was pre- 
vented by Healy, who for the first time in 
months assumed his prerogative as ward 
committeeman. Healy is a member of the 
law firm of Ch}traus, Healy & Frost, where 
Mr. Deneen has Officed since leaving the gov- 
ernor’s chair. 

Angered by the attempt to sidetrack him, 
Brundage, who ip president of the 1916 club 
and formerly president of the county board, 
decided to make war on Deneen. If elected 
committeeman of the Twenty-third ward he 
probably will be a candidate for chairman of 
the Republican organization. 

The Deneenites are planning to oppose 
Brundage. As yet no one has been chosen to 
run against him. Healy will not be a candi- 
date, and Ald. Kjellander is said to have 
refused because of the support given him by 
the Brundage following in the aldermanic 
contest. This Ward row, Republicans fear, 
will incite a general attack on the Deneen 
slate. 


H.-H, Wing to Meet. 


The H-H wihg of the county Democratic 
organization will meet at 4 o'clock this after- 
noon to consider slate making plans pro- 
posed by Mayor Harrison. Congressman A. 
J. Sabath, chairman of the committee, will 
preside. 

Activity in the Pregressive camp began 
with the decisgiqn of the Moose county or- 
ganization to put up a complete ticket. Slate 
making will begin in a few days. The 
Moosers also have renewed their efforts to 
strengthen their lines downstate. Medill 
McCormick, chairman of the state executive 
committee, leaves today on a tour that will 
take him to Oregon, DeKalb, Milledgeville, 
and Mount Carmi. Saturday afternoon he 
will deliver a honpolitical good roads speech 
at Mooseheart, and in the evening will talk 
politics at Galena.

NURSES’ SCHOOL PRAISED. 


Officials Blamed for Institution’s 


Lack of Cash. 


Bartzenism and the tactics of Maclay 
Hoyne in the county board were attacked 
from two sources yesterday. 

Mrs. Ira Couch Wood, president of the IIli- 
nois Training sehool for nurses, assailed the 
state’s attorney and the cohorts of Peter 
Bartzen in an address before the ways and 
means committee of the Chicago Association 
of Commerce. President A. A. McCormick, 
in a letter accompanied by a check for $250 
to Mrs. James BE. Quan, treasurer of the 
Illinois Training school for nurses, stated his 
opinion in no uncertain terms. 

** Men who attack these nurses, who have 
given such loyal and heroic service, would 
fire on Red Cross nurses in time of battle,”’ 
the letter stated. ‘‘ More persons were taken 
care of. and given better care than ever be- 
fore, by the Illinois Training schoo] for 
nurses last winter. To do this required a 
larger appropriation. The board not only 
sanctioned the larger number of nurses but 
provided money to pay them, but Mr. Hoyne 
will not permit his eight wax figures on the 
board to pay the bill. 

Mr. Hoyne Waxes Sarcastic. 

‘Chairman Maloney and other members of 
the finance committee agreed the Lllinois 
Training school bill were just and should be 
paid, »* at the meeting Mr. Hoyne insisted 
that if the Dill were paid, ‘Fish’ Murray 
should by paid $1,700 as chief food inspector, 
although it has been ruled by the Circuit 
court that there is no such office as chief food 
inspector.” 

In a statement replying to the charges 
made by Mr. McCormick, Maclay Hoyne as- 
serted all but a few of the members of the 
Illinois training school board of trustees 
were “hypocritical highbrows"* who were 
able to make “fake reforms with money 
saved by dodging taxes.” 


Text of the Appeal. 

The text of the appeal to the public by 
Mrs. Wood follows: 

“To the Citizens of Cook County: After 
thirty-three years of honorable service in 
the care of the sick poor at the county hos- 
pital the Illinois Training School for Nurses 
finds itself obliged to appeal to the publie 
for funds with which to meet its financial 
obligations. The failure of the county board 
to pay in full for the services rendered from 
Dec. 1 to May 18 has placed the school in this 
unfortunate position.” 

According to Mrs. Wood the neglect by the 
county board to make necessary appropria- 
tions for the care of the sick poor is due 
to Peter Bartzen’s influence. She stated 
Bartzen fought the school consistently. 


DROVERS’ JOURNAL EDITOR 
DIES OF NERVOUS COLLAPSE. 


Is Survived by Mother, Who Retains 
Control of Stockyards Publication— 
Born in Chicago. 


Harvey L. Goodall, managing editor of the 
Farmers and Drovers’ Journal, died yester- 
day at his residence, 4400 Indiana avenue, as 
a result of a nervous breakdown. He ways 
born in Chicago in 1885.

L. A. Busby Tells Transporta- 
tion Committee Company 
Will Do Its Share. 


PUTS BLAME ON WAGONS. 


Barring Traffic Teams from Cen- 
tral District During Rush 
Discussed. 


A definite promise of as many new cars as 
are necessary to give Chicago adequate steet 
car service was obtained yesterday from 
Leonard A. Busby, president of the Chicago 
surface lines, 

The local transportation committee sp*nt 
almost an entire day discussing with him the 
failure of his prophecy that a 30 per cert 
increase in service in the downtown dis- 
trict would result from the passage of the 
unification ordinance passed last November. 
Little actual progress toward a solution of 
the difficulty was recorded, but his statement 
of willingness to provide any needed number 
of cars was considered a §istinct advance. 

“There is not going to be any controversy 
about the number of cars,” he said. ‘If 
more are necessary we'll get them, even if 
it takes as many as Mr. Weston said.” 


Weston Fixes Car Shortage at 128, 
' This agreement followed a statement by 
George Weston, city representative on the 
board of supervising engineers, concerning 
the shortage of cars. Although 150 new ones 
have been ordered, he said, the actual num- 
ber necessary at the expiration of the eight 
or ten months required for their delivery 
will be 228. He fixed the present shortage at 
128 cars. 

Little beyond his promise in this connection 
was extracted from Mr. Busby. He said the 
real solution to the congestion problem lay 
in the construction of subways. When 
pressed to name a means of obtaining imme- 
diate relief he said: ‘Give us our tracks 
and exclude teams in rush hours, and the 30 
per cent increase will come. Unification has 
made some improvement. The net receipts 
have been reduced, but the public has had the 
benefit.”’ 

Ald. W. O. Nance suggested that vehicle 
traffic was crowded into the tracks by the 
parking of automobiles along the curb lines. 
He asked if Mr. Busby could offer a remedy 
for this evil. 

“Some practical way will have to be de- 
vised to take care of the automobiles outside 
of the loop,’’ was the answer. “‘ We carry 
3,000,000 people a day, and the whole question 
is one of the greatest good to the greatest 
number.” 


May Bar Wagons from Central Distgict 

The committee discussed the question of 
passing an “ anti-wagon '’’ ordinance for the 
rush hour periods covering the district 
bounded by Chicago avenue, Twenty-second 
street, Ashland avenue, and Lake Michigan. 
The question of the city’s power in the mat- 
ter was raised and a motion was passed re- 
questing the law department to prepare an 
opinion upon that subject. It will be sub- 
mitted at a meeting next Wednesday, when 
Chief of Police Gleason and Capt: C. C. Hea- 
ly, head of the traffic division, will be present 
to discuss it. 

The service betterment subcommittee will 
renew the discussion of this subject with Mr. 
Busby this afternoon. 


Mayor Closes West Side Bar. 


The saloon license of Thomas Cassidy at 1182 
West Lake street was revoked by Mayor Harrison 
yesterday. Capt. Thomas F. Meagher reported 
that Cassidy's place was a ‘‘rendezvous for 
thieves and immoral women.”

MADRID, June 10—The civil marriage 
erenony of Miss Belle Wyatt Wrilard. 
dgughter of the United States ambassador to 
§pein, and Kermit Roosevelt, son of Col, 
Theodore Roosevelt, was performed at 11 
e’clock this morning in the office of the regis- 
gar of the Buenavista district, Judge 
fpomas Forns presiding. 

The registrar's Office is in the police head- 
quarters buliding in a populous section of the 
gty and the passage of the bridal party from 
the American embassy in Ove motor care at- 
tracted much attention. The activity of the 
goving picture men, both at the start of the 
inforvkm4i piocessicn and its arrival, gives an 
indication of what may be expected tomorrow 
when the religious ceremony takes place, 


Many at Civil Ceremony. 
Besides Ambassador and Mrs. Willard and 
Gol. Roosevelt there were present at the civil 
eeremony Miss Elizabeth Willard, who will 
act as her sister's maid of honwr tomorrow; 
Mrs. Nicholas Longworth, who was Alice 
Roosevelt, Kermit’s elder sister; Miss Kath- 
erine Page, daughter of Waiter Hines Page, 
| the United States ambassador in London; 
Miss Hopkins; Philip Roosevelt of New York, 
a cousin of the bridegroom; Secretary Dear- 
ing of the American embassy here; Capt. 
Norton BE. Wood, military attaché; Consul 
Frederick T. F. Dumont; several residents 
in the American colony in Madrid; the Dyke 
of Alba, who represented King Alfonso; 
Befior Osma y Sculi, formerly minister of 
finance; and Police Chief Mendes Alamunis. 
Col. Roosevelt, Mr. Willard, the Duke of 
Alba. Sefior Osma, and the police chief were 
the official witnesses. 


Luncheon and Dinner Given, 

Immediately after the ceremony the bridal 
party was driveA to the American embassy, 
where luncheon was served. Tonight a din- 
ner was given at the embassy, which was 
decorated with roses and blue and white 
bortensias, while Mr. Willard’s famous col- 
lection of Persian rugs was shown. 

The guests included, beside the relatives 
and immediate friends of the bridal couple, 
Infanta Isabelle, Infant Alfonso, and other 
court personages and many dipiomats, Span- 
ish ministers and other dignitaries. 

Miss Willard has received a large number 
of gifts. These include an antique fan sent 
by King Alfonso and Queen Victoria Ena, a 
diamond pendant from Infant Alfonso and 
Infanta Beatrice, children of the king, and a 
quantity of silverware from friends in the 
United States. 


Religious Ceremony Today. 

The religious ceremony tomorrow will take 
place at noon in the Britieh chapel adjoining 
the British embmassy. It will be performed 
by the Rev. Samuel N. Watson, rector of 
the American Church of the Holy Trinity 
of Paris, assisted by the Rev. Robert Brown, 
chaplain of the British embassy here. 

Besides her sister the bride will be at- 
tended by the Princess of Thurin and Taxis, 
daughter of the German ambassador; Miss 
Katherine Page, Mile. Gilio Le Vonour de 
Tilliores of Paris, and Miss Virginia Chris- 
tian of Richmond, Va. 

The ceremony will be followed by a recep- 
tion at the American embassy, after which 
Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt will make a brief 
honeymoon trip on the continent. Later 
they will sail for Brazil, making their home 
at Sao Paulo, where Kermit is engaged ip 
construction work. 


Colonel Goes Sightseeing. 

Col. Roosevelt before today’s ceremony 
visited the Prado museum, accompanied by 
the Duke of Albe and Sefior Osma. Mr. 
Roosevelt talked much about the pictures he 
Yaw, criticising the work of the Spanish, 
French, Dutch, and Italian schools. He was 
especially impressed with Velasquez, whose 
work he admired most enthusiastically. The 
colonel intends to return to the Prado tomor- 
tow for a farewell visit to Velasques. 

After lunch. accompanied by Mrs. Long- 
worth and Capt. Wood, Col. Roosevelt re- 
ceived the newspaper men at the embassy. 
He talked volubly of his visit to Toledo. He 
was delighted with the amphitheater and the 
cathedral, which is one of the most beautiful 
im the world, and also the famous El Greco 

_ Museum. He dilated on the beauties of the 
landscape and the architectural curiosities 
of the styles, such as Gothic, Arabian, Span- 
ish, and renaiseance. 

He spoke in English, French, and German, 
mecording to the nationality of his question- 
ets, whom he !mpressed as a man of enor- 
mous energy and knowledge. 


Colonel Likes Spanish People. 
Col. Roosevelt is enthusiastic ower the 
Spanish people and the pictureequeness of 
town and country. He said he wished 
he might stay in Spain for montha. He sald 
he intended to return some day. 
Mr. Roosevelt is receiving many attentions 
here on the part of Spaniards of prominence.

, Consumers’ Co. to Leave Free 


Cooling Cheer at the 
Homes of Needy. 


PAID BY TRIBUNE FUND 


Independent Dealers and Ped- 
dlers to Cover Outlying 
Territory. 


Wagons of the big ice company are going 
lumbering back into the districts where the 
babies are needing the cooling chunks to 
help them in their battle with the hot 
weather. Yesterday the Consumers Ice 
company offered te deliver the ice, which 
the company gives free, to the homes where 
it ie needed. These homes will be designated 
by the United Charities. The cost of the de- 
livery wil] be paid fer by Tum Tursuns fam- 
ly of readers. 


Confers with Ice Head. 

At a conference between E. T. Liea, gen- 
eral superintendent of the United Charities, 
and F. W. Upham, president of the Con- 
sumers Ice company, Mr. Upham said that 
the cost of delivery had increased greatly 
over the cost of last year, but that he would 
undertake te place the ice in the homes of 
the babies for $6 atom. The district covered 
by the lee company’s wagons extends from 
the northern city limits to Ninety-ffth street 
on the south, and west to Hariem avenue. 


Will Utilize Peddlers. 

Outside the regular district covered by the 
lee wagons @ plan will be worked out by 
which independent dealers and peddlers will 
furnish ice at the direction of the United 
Charities. In addition to this ice will be fur- 
nished free on presentation of tickets at any 
of the Consumers yards, the families under- 
taking to carry the ice to their homes. 

Forty nurseries and fifteen infant welfare 
tents aleo will be furnished ice by the com- 
pany. Ice in 100 and 500 pound lots will be 
delivered as required. 

Last year 754,000 pounds of ice was given 
free to the babies. This year more must be 
furnished. The hot weather has come earlier 
and the increased 6om of delivery will make 
a demand for more money than was given 
last year, when $2,445 was raised. 

The donations to Tam Trisune fund yes- 
terday beat all previous records for the year. 
The total donations during the day were 
$283.87. The total for the two weeks of the 
existence of the fund this year is $1,432.98.

Wandering Streets, He Is Unable 
to Tell His Own Name. 


KIN GO TO BRING HIM HOME. 


Waukegan Insurance Man’s Books Are 
Found te Be 0. K. 


Robert Erskine, an insurance man of social 
prominence in Waukegan, who disappeared 
ten days ago, was found dazed and bewil- 
dered, wandering the streets of St. Paul, 
Minn, yesterday. 

A policeman came upon Erskine in the 
street and took him inte custody. He was 
unable to tell his name. On. searching 
Erakine’s pockets the pviice found papers 
which turned their inquiry to Chicago and 
led to the identification of Erskine through 
insurance offices here. 

“ You'd better send two men to take him 
back,” the St. Paul chief of police tele- 
phoned to Erskine’s home in Waukegan. 


Brother Leaves for St. Paul. 

D. M. Erskine, a banker in Highiand Park 
ané a brother of the missing man, left for 
St. Paul last night, accompanied by Mr. Br- 
skine’s father-in-law. They expected to re- 
turn to Waukegan with him late today. 

The cause of the disappearance and the 
strange condition in which Mr. Erskine was 
found remain unexplained. 

A week ago Monday he told Mrs. Erskine 
he was coming to Chicago on a business er- 
rand. He left his home and was not seen in 
the town again. No trace of him could be 
found in Chicago. 


Books Found O. K. 

An examination of Mr. Erskine’s books 
was begun after statements of reported ir- 
regularities were spread about Waukegan. 
F. E. Halle of the western department of 
the Germania Fire Insurance company and 
Milo Marik, special agent of the National 
Union Fire Insurance company, said last 
night they had found nothing wrong in the 
accounts after their first day’s work. 

It was learned last night that Mr. Erskine’s 
brother had made settlements with the Se- 
curities Savings bank and the Waukegan 
National bank on checks drawn by the !insur- 
ance man before his departure. The banks 
refused to discuss the amounts. 


Acted a “Little Queer.” 

Three days after his disappearance Mr. 
Erskine wae seen in a hotel in 8t. Paul by 
F. A. Dunning, who offices in the Insurance 
Exchange building here, an acquaintance for 
twenty-five years. Mr. Dunning, returning 
to Chicago yesterday, told of the meeting a 
few hours before Erskine was found. 

“He seemed to be acting a little queer 
then,” Mr. Dunning said. “I had a chat 
with him and asked him to meet mein the 
evening. He said he could not as he was 
leaving for Dakota.”

Intense Hot Spell Expected to 
Be Broken by Local 
Showers. 


FIVE MORE DIE OF IEAT. 


Temperature for Day Much Be- 
low Record of 95 and 
Falls Rapidly. 


There's hope for today. The forecast gays 
it will be partly cloudy with light winds and 
possibly there will be local showera, but the 
weather man added conservatively ‘‘ not 
much change in temperature.” 

Breezes veering about the compass came 
te the rescue of the sweltering city yester- 
Gay and last night the heat wave sppeared to 
be broken. Yesterday five more deaths and 
several prostrations were added to the list 
of victims. A total of fourteen deathe has 
been attributed to the record making tem- 
peratures of the week. 


Lake Breeze Brings Relief. 

A light wind off the lake last night lowered 
the temperature in the streets rapidly. The 
thermometer readings showed a marked con- 
trast with the record of 95 degrees of the 
Gay before. The maximum temperature 
yesterday was 83 degrees, reached between 
8 and 8 o'clock in the morning. The tempera- 
ture deciined through the day, reaching 75 
degrees at 7 o'clock in the evening. 


Five More Die of Heat.

In Portland, 
Me., the official temperature reached a maxi- 
mum of 90 degrees; Boston swelter:d with 
the mercury at 88, and Washington and New 
York had temperatures of &9 and £0.

Central west temperatures ranged up to 98 
degrees. There was small chance ot imme- 
diate relief, the weather bureau officials 
stated tonight.

“Conditions Shocking.” 

State's Attorney Hoyne sent a letter to 
Commissioner Harris calling attention tothe 
charges made by the women and saying the 
two inmates came to him voluntarily and 
without knowledge of the other. 

“Thave been at work on this investigation 
for three weeks,'’ Commissioner Harris sa!d. 
“I have taken statements from many in- 
mates will take many more. The condi- 
tions revealed are most shocking.” 

“The two women came to my office by ac- 
déent,” Assistant State's Attorney Case 
sid. “They came on separate days. They 
were looking for some one to complain to. 
They showed bruises where they had been 
struck and beaten."’ 

James Mulienbach, superintendent of Oak 
Forestinfirmary, denied that cruel treatment 
wes practiced at the institution. 

“If these two women will identify the 
nurses and attendants who mistreated them 
and can prove their charges I shall take 
quick attion,’’ said he. “ But I don't believe 
the charges and I shall have to deny them. 
No such complaints have been made to me. 
If such things went on I am positive Dr. 
Kimmet, head physician, and Miss Phillips, 

supervisor, would have learned of it. 

“I go down into the wards every day and 
make personal inspection. No complaint 
was ever made to me. As to the food, the 
iamates get good, wholesome food and they 
also get vegetables, something they did not 
get in the old days. 

“As to personal belongings being taken 
away from inmates, I will say each inmate 
has @ locker with a key to it. Once each 
week the nurses go through the lockers to 
remove food which some of them hide there.”

Beaten Instead of Assisted. 

“Said Mary —— does as she pleases about 
the institution and cares nothing about the 
condition or welfare of the inmates. The 
nurses at the institution are of no value to 
us, and I think are merely wasting the 
county’s money. 

“There are other inmates who are feeble 
and at times in the evening or night when 
they get up from bed to go out, on their 
return they have difficulty in finding their 
bed, and sometimes a nurse, and sometimes 
said Mary —— is called to assist them, and 
the inmate, instead of being assisted, is 
abused, ill treated,-and beaten. 

“ The clothes and bedding at the institu- 
tion are wasted by those in charge. They 
tear them up and use them for cleaning rags, 
using sometimes perfectly good bed spreads 
for that purpose, and also good clothes. 
Clothes are also taken away from the insti- 
tution by the nurses and the favored inmates, 
and the personal belongings of said inmates 
have been taken away from them and never 
returned. As, for instance, in my case they 
have taken a number of pieces of clothing 
from me and never returned them to me.” 


Felled to the Floor. 

The second statement by Mrs. ‘‘ W.”’ fol- 
lows: 

June 10, 1914. 

**T came here today for the purpose of add- 
ing to the statement I made on May 21, as 
there were a few things I may have forgotten 
to mention, and especially because of the ill 
treatment received since said last statement, 
and to inquire why something is not done 
by the county authorities to put a stop to it, 
as it has become almost unbearable for me 
and several of the inmates. 

“The day before yesterday, June 8, 1914, 
when one of. the rooms was being scrubbed, 
I moved two of the beds so as to make room 
for the scrubbing, and Mary ——, the person 
mentioned in my last statement, came to me 
and told me to leavethe beds alone. When 
I replied to her that there was no harm in 
moving the beds she began to scold me and I] 
told her to let me alone, and I walked away 
from her. 

‘She followed me and struck me in the 
back so that I fell to the floor and the back of 
my head struck the floor and bruised the

Kicked by Nurses. 

The statement by Mrs. “ F.”’ follows: 

** May 20, 1914. 

“My name is Mrs. F. and my age is &3 
years. I have no living relations, and am 
without any means whatsoever of support. 
Iam exceedingly féeble, and because of my 
feeble condition I did on*Tuesday go to the 
Oak Forest Home, I was prompted to go 
to this institution because of the reports 
that had come to my attention as to the 
treatment received there. I arrived at the 
institution on Tuésday afternoon and was 
assigned to one of the wards, where I was 
provided with a bed and one chair. The 
chair was evidently meant for several peo- 
ple, as it was continually taken from me 
when I attempted to sit down, by other 
people in the ward. 

“ For hours and hours! was forced to stand 
against the wall in the ward because of the 
fact that there was no place provided for 
me to sit down. From Monday afternoon. 
until Wednesday morning I was without at- 
tendance, and during that time was not 
given anything whatsoever to eat that I 
could possibly eat. I spoke to one of the 
nurses about the food, and she said to me: 
‘God d— you! Sit down and eat; there 
is plenty here to eat.’ I could not eat the 
food that was on the tables and requested 
milk and bread. The nurzes refused to give 
it to me. Three nurses refused to give me 
the milk and bread, and shook me until I was 
compietely exhausted and from exhaustion 
fell to the floor. 

“ When I was on the floor the three nurses 
kicked me in the right side and in my right 
arm, and bec@.use of the bruises from the 
kicks my right side is now lame and sore 
and my right arm in a paralyzed condition. 


Try to Take Rings. 

“ When I went to the institution I had on 
my left hand two plain gold rings. Abouta 
week after I had ¢ntered the institution the 
same nurses attempted to get from my fin- 
gets my gold rings, and upon my refusal to 
take the rings off or to allow them totake 
them off one of the nurses, in trying to pull 
the rings from my fingers, stuck a knife into 
my hand just between the thumb and first 
finger, the scar of which I still have on my 
hand and which: I have just shown to the 
witnesses present while this statement is 
made. 

“* Several days after that the same three 
nurses again attempted to get the gold rings 
from my hands, and upon my struggle to pre- 
vent them one of the nurses became very 
angry, cureed and swore at me, and bit me 
on the left hand. I still have the scar on 
my left hand where the nurse bit me and 
have shown it to the witnesses above men- 
tioned. On several occasions after the ones 
mentioned the nurses mistreated me, often- 
times grabbing me by the shoulders and 
shaking me violently; several times they 
threw me on the floor after shaking me.”’

TO FORM ORGANIZATION. 


Committee Is Named and Report 
Is Ordered Before 
September. 


Judges and lawyers of Chicago and Cook 
county last night took steps to facilitate 
trials by effecting an organization which it 
is expected will result in speediing cases such 
as in the past have clogged the courts for 
weeks, months, and sometimes years.

Coyne Files Declaration in 


$20,000 Suit Against 
Ward and Munday. 


AUDITOR BRADY A PARTY. 


Plaintiff Alleges He Was Dis- 
charged Because of Plot 
by Defendants. 


In the declaration of his $20,000 slander 
suit against Charles E. Ward, secretary to 
William Lorimer; C. B. Munday of the La 
Salle Street Trust and Savings bank, and 
State Auditor James J. Brady, John H. 
Coyne charged yesterday that two Chicago 
banks had given more than $5,000 to Brady’s 
campaign funé for the alleged privilege of 
naming employés tm the bank examiners 
office. 

Coyne was one of Bra@y’s campaign man- 
agers when the state auditor wae elected in 
1012. For his campaign work Brady named 
him as bank examiner. After working a lit- 
tle more than two months, Coyne was dis- 
charged, he alleges, because of the influence 
of Munday, Ward, Tilden, and Roger Suili- 
van. 

Lists Alleged Oontributions. 

Coyne alleges in his suit that the following 
contributions were made: 


La Salle Trust and Savings Bk..$3,000 
Edward Tilden, Drovers’ Na- 
tional and Drovers’ Trust 

and Savings Bamks. «<«ccses 2,500 
Roger C. Sullivan, more than. . 500 

Coyne asserts that he was discharged on 
statements from Munday and Ward that he 
had received campaign funds which had not 
been accounted for. For injury to his repu- 
tation, he seeks $20,000 from the defendants 
as balm. 

The plaintiff had a good reputation as dis- 
trict manager of the Western Union Tele- 
graph company, he alleges, until Brady ap- 
pointed him etate bank examiner at e sal- 
ary of $5,000 a year. That reputation, how- 
ever has been impaired, he charges, by his 
dismissal from the service of the state. 

Political Intricacies Shown. 

The declaration was prepared by Attor- 
ney Seymour Stedman, and has eleven 
clauses which purport to set out the political 
intricacies by which banks control the ap- 
pointment of the men who are to examine 
their books and report the condition of the 
institutions for the safeguarding of the de- 
positors. 

The first three paragraphs cf the declara- 
tion deal with the election of Brady and his 
installation into the state auditor's office at 
Springfield. Coyne was appointed bank 

examiner the day Brady was inaugurated. 

Paragraph four of the deciaration sets 
forth: 

“ Whereas, it is important and of great 
interest for the state banks and trust com- 

panies of Illinois to dictate the appointment 
of the bank examiners employed by the au- 
ditor of this state, and espetially those whose 
duty it ie to examine the banks operating 
under and by virtue of the state laws, and 
after the appointment of the plaintiff as 
aforesaid, the said defendants herein be- 
came desirous of removing the plaintiff, 
without objection to competency, skill, or 
faithful performance of the duties of the 
plaintiff as a public employé, and to substi- 
tute anothér, who would be subservient to 
and under the control of the defendants.” 

Conspiracy to bring this about is charged. 


Aimed at Ward and Munday. 

In the next paragraph the plaintiff charges 
that Mr. Ward and Mr. Munday became de- 
sirous of having him removed to make room 
for a man of their selection and circulated 
the story of the alleged campaign contribu- 
tion. 

“After the election of Auditor Brady,” 
Coyne further declared, ‘‘ the La Salle Street 
Trust and Savings bank contributed an ad- 
ditional $500 to the original gift of $2,50vu, 
increasing the total subscription to Auditor 
Brady to $8,000, and es a consideration the 
La Balle Street bank was to name certain 
employés in the office of the state auditor, 
and especially to secure the retaining of Ik 
L. Bacchus as chief of the banking and build- 
ing and loan department.” 

Paragraph seven reads: 

“ Whereas, Roger C. Sullivan contributed 
to the campaign of said James J. Brady 
more than $500 and in consideration thereof 
and other services rendered by said Sullivan 
demanded and was to receive certain patren- 
age in said office.” 


Tilden and His Alleged Share. 

Hdward Tilden with his two banks was de- 
sirous of naming some employés in the state 
banking department also, according to Mr. 
Coyne’s declaration. Paragraph eight says:

“Tam very much pleased with the splendid 
showing made by the two Curtiss motors,"’ 
he said. “They ran thirty hours without 
a hitch and developed the speed and power 
and reliability which we need to make aero- 
plane navigation safe and sure.”’

| LATEST WALL STREET GossIP. |

It ts obvious that little stock is for sale, at or 
Just above the present level. A disposition to make 
short contracts has been conspicuously lacking. 
Stocks like Reading, Pennsylvania, Central, Erie, 
Baltimore, and Union have recovered with sur- 
prising ease each time they have sold off In a way 
that suggests nervousness on the part of the 
trading “‘ shorts’ in keeping their position over 
night. In other words, the market acts as if 
something were coming. 

The present stagnation fm the stock market 
throws interesting light on the state of specu- 
lative sentiment. Three years ago in a similar 
contingency stock prices 414 anticipate higher 
freight rates, which did not come. Now appar- 
ently there is no speculative position to speak of. 

One explanation for this flagrant neglect of op- 
portunities is that a profound distrust of {ts opin- 
fons amounting to positive timidity pervades the 
speculative community. It is also suggested that 
the element of uncertainty in this matter, which is 
the very life of speculation, is small, and that the 
real uncertainty is over the larger question, name- 
ly, the effect of such a decision as is expected on 
the general business of the country, which may 
take a long time to decide, 

a 

The granting of higher tariffs to the railways 
may change the outlook radically. but judging 
from present conditions on many of the big trunk 
lines it is hard to see how it will lead to an im- 
mediate placing of equipment orders on a large 
scale. 

The Pennsylvania system at the present time 
has 80,000 cars, 800 locomotives, and 40000 idle 
men on its hands. In all some $85,000.000 worth 
of railroad facilities owned by the Pennsylvania 
are at present time not earning a cent. Opera- 
tions for June so far have put the system back on 
the basis of business done in 1910 and even be- 
hind the same month in 1907. Business will have
